Gutendortf said he was 
convinced that Australia 
could have an excellent team 
capable of getting to the 1982 
World Cup finale in Spain. 

“You did it before, so you 
can do it again,” he said. 

“t watched Australia play in 
the 1974 World Cup finals in 
Germany and | was quite im- 
pressed. You had very strong 
men who played in the 
English style and who had 
discipline. There is no doubt 
that there is a lot of good 
material here.” 

Gutendorf sald one of his 
firet taske would be to spend 
time In Melbourne. “From 
what | hear, {t Is one of the 
most Interesting cities as far 
as football talent Ie con- 
cerned,” he sald. 

In 1966-67 Gutendorf was 
coach of the St Louis Stars 
and together with Phil 
Woosmam, helped manage 
the North American Soccer 
League, which was not a 
member of FIFA at the time 
and thus able to poach 
players from Europe. 

It was Gutendorf who 
organised the league's affilia- 
tion with FIFA and putiton the 
path to the success it enjoys 
today. 

Asked to compare 
Australian and American soc- 
cer, Gutendorf said: “As a 
national! coach, | must look at 
the players available to the 
national team. 

“In America, there may be 
glamorous teams like the 
Cosmos which draw up to 
70,000 fans, but hardly any of 
their players are eligible to 
play for the U.S. 

“That's partly the case in 
Australia too, but not to such 
a great extent. 

“There Is more football 
tradition In Australia.” 

Gutendorf had a rich offer 
to take over a club in Saudi 
Arabia but decided on 
Australia instead, partly 
because his wife Ute did not 
want to live in the Middle East. 

His friend, Dettmar 
Cramer, is coaching a club in 
Saudi Arabia, and will also 
take over the national team 
there, 

Gutendorf knows that 
Australia will have to face the 
top Asian countries in the 
World Cup qualifying rounds.

Jim Campbell, Fitzroy Alexander’s free 
scoring midfielder, is definitely“one of the 
rising stars of the Philips League. 

Transformed by coach John Margaritis, 
who describes him as ‘the most complete 
player in the Alexander team’, the 23-year- 
old Englishman has a great future in 


Australian soccer. 

Margaritis, who has an uncanny ability to inspire his 
players, has no doubts about Campbell’s class. 
“What else can you ask from a player when he defends, 
builds up moves, scores goals and runs for 90 
minutes?” asks Margaritis. “Campbell does those 
things and yet is still young and has plenty to learn. 

“He'll make it because he approaches soccer in a very 
professional way. He's intelligent, not only in the way 
A plays, but in the way he goes about things off the 
ield.” 

Coming from Margaritis, those words are high praise in- 
deed. 

Campbell certainly has the dedication needed. He was a 
professional player for two years In England and 
nove even though he’s a part-timer, soccer is still his 

e. 

“A soccer career is relatively short,” said Campbell, 
“And you get out of it only as much as you putin. I'm 
never able to relax and always have a tired feeling 
but there’s no. way I'd give it up. It’s what | want to 
do.” 

Campbell said that P.S.L. players train as many hours 
as English professionals, a ludicrous situation when 
you consider that most players in the national league 
have full time jobs outside soccer. 

He gave an example fo a typical week at Oxford United 
the club at which he played as a professional: 

Sunday — free day. 

Monday — Free day. - 

Tuesday — two hours of hard, physical conditioning 
training. Afternoon free. 

Wednesday — two hours of ball work, light exercises 
and tactical work. afternoon free. 

Thursday — light training, mostly five-a-side games. 
Afternoon free. 

Friday — conditioning and preparation for upcoming 
game. Afternoon free. 

Saturday — league fixture. 

In contrast, Campbell works eight hours a day here as a 
storeman, a job he doesn’t particularly like, then 
trains four nights a week. 

“After working all day, then training,” said Jim, “I just go 
home and sleep. You're totally shattered:” 

Earlier this year, Jim and his wife Veronica left a house 
in Frankston and moved into one in Alphington. 
“The one in Alphington isn’t as comfortable,” said 
Campbell, “but It's closer to where we train in 

Heidelberg.” 

It's remarkable how Campbell can continue to play weil 
when under such strain. Maybe that's an example of 
his professional approach. 

Campbell started his career with Bedford Town in the 
English Southern League at the age of 15. He fought 
his way into the first team and his performances 
caught the eye of an Oxford United scout. At the age 
of 17, Campbell transferred to Oxford for £4,000. 

Later he was selected in the England youth team. 

However, Campbell made a mistake he now fegrets. 
When he joined Oxford he gave up his job as an ap- 
prentice motor meachanic. 

“I'm really paying for it now,” said Campbell. “I haven't 
aot a trade and I'm finding it difficult to get a job that

After two seasons with Oxford, spent in the club's 
reserve team, Campbell returned to the Southern 
League and played with Chelmsford. From there it 
was back to square one with Bedford. 

However, luckily for Campbell, a certain Jim Adam was 
in England at the time. Adam, now coach of the all- 
conquering West Adelaide Hellas, was scouting for 
players to take back to Australia for the Alexander 
club. 

“Jim offered me the chance to go to Australia,” said Jim, 
“but I'd just bought a house, so | told him I'd think 
about it. A month later | started saying to myself “You 
should've gone.’ | was kicking myself for turning the 
offer down.” 

However, inthe middle of the night eight months later, 
Campbell got a phone call from Adam in Melbourne. 

“Adam put the offer to. me again,” said Jim, “ and | 
jumped at it.” 

On his own admission,.Jim started his Australian career 
slowly. 


“| was on the sidelines for a while,” said Jim, “because 
Adam had other midfielders who he preferred.” 
However, the arrival of Margaritis at Alexander mid-way 
through the 1977 season sparked off Campbell and 

the rest of his team mates. 

"John made me,” said Campbell. “He gave me con- 
fidence and is always telling me that once you get out 
on the park there’s no one better than you. That 
makes you feel really good. 

“Also, when John thinks you've done something wrong, 
he doesn't blast you in front of the rest of the team. 
He'll take you aside and have a chat about the 
problem. He's a great coach.” 

The magic of Margaritis lifted Alexander to third spot in 
1977. However, John then Jeft to coach West 
Adelaide Hellas. 

This season was similar to last season for Alexander. 
Once again Margaritis took over mid-stream and 
lifted the club up the table. 

He got the team firing and Campbell especially came to 
life. Jim is now up among the leading goalscorers in 
the P.S.L. and he has Margaritis to thank. 

“John gave me the freedom of the park,” said Jim. 
“Before he came’! had to play on a particular side of 
the field and wasn't allowed to go into the middle or 
on the opposite wing. Now! can go all over the field.” 

“I'm always the first of the midfielders to attack,” said 
Jim,” and that leaves Kenny and Pat behind me. If | 
go left, then the midfield swivels and one of the 
others goes into space on the right. We're never 
caught In the one area because we read each other's 
game.” 

That understanding between the players is typical of 
Alexander. Margaritis has moulded the players into 
a happy unit, and it’s not surprising that Campbell 
says the team spirit is the best he’s experienced. 

“All the players really stick together,” said Jim. “Sure we 
argue on the field but that’s part of the game. We're 
all friends.” 

There’s an old saying that behind every good man 
pene a woman. In this case, Jim’s wife Veronica fits 
the bill. 

“She's great,” said jim. “She's prepared to go wherever 
soccer leads me. Since coming to Australia, she’s 
become fanatical about my soccer. At the home 
games she sits with a few other player’s wives and 
I've heard they're a rowdy lot. They don't take too 
kindly to the fans abusing the players when thinas

it is difficult to explain why 
‘the idea turned sour but the 
fact that the club was partly 
professional, partly seml-pro, 
and partly amateur did not br- 
ing about harmony among 
players and possibly brought 
pabout the cancellation of the 
“scheme. 

An unsatisfactory marriage 
of three types of footballers 
was partly the cause of the 
downfall, but there are still 
regrets within the club about 
the change of heart. Profes- 
sionalism is in all codes of 
sport and it is taking big steps 
on the local scene, providing 
us with a glimpse of things to 
come.

in 1968 Wests were 
destined for Second Division 
honours, but failed to beat 
Auburn for the top spot, 
finishing second in the 
League and losing in the 
grand final. 

The following year, Wests 
were again beaten to the 
punch, this time by the “boys 
from the bush”, Marconi- 
Fairfield. 

The former full-time 
professional player from 
England, then the Coach of 
Toronto-Awaba in the 
Northern NSW Federation, 
Tommy Dawson, was invited 
to join the club on a full-time 
basis. The move to bring 
Dawson paid off handsomely 
for all. Not one but all three 
grades won thelr competi- 
tions with three points to 
spare, giving Wests its first 
ever place in the N.S.W.S.F, 
first division. 

The dream of the club's 
commitiee and thelr faith in 


the strength of the team was 
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rewarded. However the clu 
had a small problem. All the 
players had been promised at 
the béginning of the season a 
blazer for being in the 
premiership side. The tailor 
was kept pretty busy, with just 
about every player on Wests' 
books gaining a blazer! 

To stay in the top competi- 
tlon, despite its convincing 
Second Division success, 
Wests needed some new 
blood and was quickly 
strengthened by a number of 
new players. Terry Eaton, 
Wim Spiekerman 
(Wilhelmina), Brian Turner, 
David Jack, Greg Smith and 
George Kinnell (Juventus, 
Vic), were the new signings. 

Tommy Dawson and Joe 
Marston were on the right 
track, for their interest was 
not to just stroll through the 
competition and stay up, but 
to win it. Having acquired the 
services of players such as 
Kinnell, Spiekerman and 
Eaton the club was well 
equipped to challenge for top 
honours. 

Wests created a precedent 
in their first competition in top 
company. G 
2 They created a Federation 
record by entering the Ampol 
Cup final in their very first en- 
counter with top First Division 
sides. It was a grand day in 
this club’s history and 
probably the most 
memorable. 

The little “upstarts” from 
the second division shocked 
Marcon! by winning the Cup, 
then followed by winning 
through to the grand final in 
the Leagues competition the 
same year. This time the op- 
ponents were the mighty St 
George-Budapest side. 

Wests lost that final but did 
not lose any friends as 
followers crammed into the 
club that night to salute their 
heroes.

Mike Laing 
did not succeed in getting the 
results but certainly was 
remembered for the way he 
brought true professionalism 
to the amateurish set-up so 
prevalent in soccer in 
Australla, 

As the curve of the decline 
since the memorable 1971 
reached its low peak, Wests 
tried further importation of 
new blood to boost the 
Strength for 1975. 

Les Scheainflug, the not-so- 
successful coach of the 1974 
Wests side, took the reins for 
the 1975 season with Kaz 
Kulak as his assistant.

From a tin shed to 
a majestic edifice in 
less than six years is 
the success story of 
Western Suburbs 


‘Soccer Club. The. 


idea of forming the 
club was conceived 
in early 1963, an 
area for the club’s 
premises obtained 
in June 1964, and 
preliminary works 
completed by the 
start of 1966. 


A slow. beginning, one 
might observe. 

For those who intend to 
promote soccer by. building 
their own club, or for those 
who. enjoy “knocking” a win- 
ner, let us observe the painful 
process of getting a succes- 
sful club off the ground. 

In early 1963, the Five Dock 
Junior Soccer Club catered 
for some 25 junior teams. The 
stage was set to move beyond 
junior competition and 
promote soccer at senio 
grade, : 

Jack Lambert, Tom Reid 
and Gordon Stratford, the trio 
which later became part of 
the first Western Suburbs 
Soccer Club board of direc- 
tors, called-on a solicitor, J. P. 
O'Neill to investigate the pos- 
sibility of obtaining a club 
licence to financially support 
the proposed new grade soc- 
cer teams. 

The club's constitution was 
drawn up and wheels were set 
in motion to establish the 
licenced club. 


North Road looked a likely 
proposition for the new 
premises until someone else 
made’a higher bid for the 
property. Several other ap- 
proaches were made but as 
soon as it was learned that the 
club planned. to obtain a 
licence, the price soared. 
Finally, the area bounded 
by Bevin Avenue, owned by 


consideration. Bidding for the 
property would have led to 
another toss, so Gordon 
Strattord made a_ personal 
approach.to the owner, secur- 


ing eight years. 

An old tin shed stood 
before the founder members 
in the middle of the newly- 
acquired property in June 
1964. The easy parf was now 
completed and the hard work 
was about to begin.

The committee found It 
necessary to enlarge the 
facilities of the club no less 
than five times, with the first of 
the improvements carried out 
in November 1966. 
Following several small

After the first two sfages 
had been completed. at a 
staggering cost of $365,000:

To cater for more 
members, the club is con- 
stantly looking to changes on 
ajong-term basis. An applica- 
tion was made to the State 
Government to place a ceiling 
of 20,000 on membership.

With club membership well 
in excess of 6000, the figure 
of 15,000 at least for tha mo- 
ment looks so far away but 
the club can cater for that 
number and any willing soc- 
cer supporter is welcome.
